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Reds Fire 6 Missiles 
Of Intercontinental

Establishment of \ this range followed 
successful tests more than a year ago of intermedi- 
ate missiles on a shorter teat fornge.

Reds Zoom Ahead 
In Missile Race

T s THE SOVIET model of an inter- 
continental ballistic missile truly oper- 
ational’ That is, is it a weapon capable 
of being used in war, rather than a 
mere prototype? Arid 
u' it is operational, Is 
n sufficiently advanced 
for the Soviets to 
freeze *on the model, 
as is their invariable 
custom when they are 
satisfied with a weap- 
on, and proceed to 
mass-produce it? 

Behind the bland 
mask of complacency 
which the Eisenhower Stewart Alsop 
\dmmistration has assumed for public 
purposes, these are the key questions- 
which the Government’s .intelligence 
experts and policy makers are anxiously 
asking. They are quite genuinely life- 
and death questions. They cannot be 
answered with assurance. Yet they tell 
a lot about the real meaning of the 
latest Soviet ICBM test. 

For the first thing to understand 
about the Soviet test is that it was ' 
not something new. or unexpected. • 

The American Government has been 
aware of Soviet progress throughout* 
though thd Administration has chosen 
to conceal it from the American people. 
The details of how the Government has 
known are of course properly secret. 
But certain obvious facts sre public 
property — that .radar is a line-of-«ight • 
instrument of theoretically unlimited 
range; and that ballistic missiles reach 
an altitude of hundreds of miles at the 
.highest point in their trajectory, and 
are thus subject to radar detection at 
. great range.

THE SOVIETS’ firat prototype test 
of their ICBM was roughly comparable 
to the Air Force teat of the American 
Atlas ICBM in April, with the differ- 
ence that the Atlas test failed while 
the Soviet test succeeded. As Oils re- 
porter pointed out in reportihg the 
Soviet test; ’’There is a long, difficult 
road to travel between the fir.lt test 
firing of a prototype missile tltf the 
achievement of an operational siiiponx 
system.” 


Part of the an- 
swer, at least, is suggested by a com- 
parison between the Soviet claims for 
their ICBM model and the known char- 
acteristics of Atlas, which is it the 
present stage in no sense t weapon for 
use in war, but a research test vehicle. 

The Soviets claim their model Is, a 
"multi-stage ballistic rocket,” whereas 
the Atlas model unsuccesfully fired last 
spring consisted only of the huge ini- 
tial-stage rotket. The Soviet model is 
"intercontinental;” and the "results ob- 
tained show that it is possible to direct 
roejxts to any part of the world,” The 
Atlas model fired last spring Wat de- 
signed to, fly only about 3000 miles. 
Finallv, "the rocket landed in the target 
area," whereas the Atlas test prototype 
was not expected or designed to achieve 
any degree of accuracy. 

The Soviet claims for their model are 
certainly vague, and designedly so. But 
in the past, Soviet claims have tended 
actually .to understate Soviet achieve- 
ments in the air-atomic field. Some ex- 
perts, noting this fact, believe on the 
basis of the Soviet claims and other 
evidence that the Soviets already have 
an operational weapon ready for mass 
production. 

Otners believe, or hope, that more 
tests must be made, and more time 
must elapse before* the Soviets can 
gi into quantity production.
